Local Health Board Will Furnish Im- 


munizer ior Typhoid Fever. 


At a, meeting of the members of the 


local board of health this morning it 
was decided that the immunizing vac- 
cine for typhoid fever would be fur- 
nished free of cost by the city to poor 
and needy persons-, just as anti-toxin 
is furnished by the city for diphtheria 
cases. The iromunizer is a preventative, 
found to be very successful'in families' 
exposed to typhoid fever, .and the mem- 
bers of the "board feel that it would be 
much more economic for the city- to pay 
the cost of the immunirer and prevent 
a case of the fever rather than to have 
a case develop and perhaps result in- an 
epidemic.

Noted Poacher Dies 


Wilderness After a 


Long Chase. 


WAS 
AN 
AMERICAN 


London, Aug. 20.—Hunted by British 


soldiers in the jungles of central Africa, 
where for years he had pursued the 
carper of elephant poacher and illicit 
ivory trader, James Wood Rogers, an 
American, is dead. He. was shot down 
by troops sent in pursuit with orders 
not to return without the outlaw dead 
or alive. 


News, of Rogers' death came formally 


today to the British colonial office from 
f'apt. 0. V. Fox, inspector of Mongolia 
province, who commanded the expedi- 
tion. The story is one of the roost dra- 
matic in colonial annals. 


For years Rogers had carried on his 


lawless trade, 
which is said to have 


netted him a fortune. The remote, re- 
gions along the Lndo enclave and Congo 
boundaries were the scenes of his opera- 
tions. Time after time British officials 
of the Soudan had tried in vain to trap 
him. 
Captain Fox's report shows that 


in his long operations Rogers had done 
more than had been dreamed of by the 
colonial office. 
He had established an 


organized administration over the wild, 
trackless country, and among the na- 
tives was virtually a king.

Stanley, pierced the jungles in 1871 a.nd 
found T)r. Livingstone, .has such a tale 
of hardships, trials and dangers com?

|HE idea o! a gyro-hat did not come to 


me all at once, as some great ideas 
come to inventors; and in fact I may 
833' that but for a most unpleasant cir- 
'eumstance I might never have thought 
of gyro-hats at all, although I had for 
many years been considering the possi- 
bility of utilizing the waste space in the 
top of silk hats in some way or other. 
As a practical hat dealer and lover of 
my kind, it had always seem to me a 
great economical waste to have a large 
vacant space inside the upper portion of 
top hats, or high hats, or "stovepipe" 
hats, as they arc variously called. 


.WSen a shoe is on, it is full of feet, and when a 
glove is on, it is full of hand; but a top hat is not, 
and never can be, full of head, until such a day as 
heads assume a cylindrical shape, perfectly flat on 
top. And no sensible man ever expects that day 
to come. 


I had, therefore, spent much of my leisure in de- 


vising methods by which the vacant space above 
the head in high hats might be turned to advantage, 
and my patents ranged all the way from a small 
filing cabinet that just occupied the waste space, to 
an extensible hat rack on the accordion plan that 
could be pushed compactly into the top of the top 
hat when the hat was worn, but could be extended 
into a hat and coat rack when the hat was not in use. 
This device could have been very popular, but I 
'may say that the public received the idea coldly. 


That my daughter had fallen in love with Wal- 


singham Gribbs without having met him was alto- 
gether to her credit.

. reeling, staggering state since his twentieth birth- 


flay. For such a man reform is, indeed, impossible. 
And what made the case" more sad was that all proof

great poet, Sir Walter Scott, has remarked in one <jf 


• his charming poems. 


If all these investigations of mine were conducted 


without the knowledge of Walsingham Gribbs, you 
must admit I did only what was right in keeping

my daughter he 'might have considered the efforts of 
a perfect stranger to peer into his life as being un- 
called' for. .

thought, during which we both studied the gyro-hat, 
"I have it! Let the hat make its own vacuum. If 
the hat is lined with air-tight ^aluminum, and has a 
rubber sweat-band, and an expulsion valve, the gyro- 
scope motor could pump the air out itself. It could 
create its own vacuum." 


"Of course it could!" I exclaimed. "I could rig 


it up so that putting the hat on the head would 
start the gyroscope, and the gyroscope would pump 
a vacuum. All ^iny staggerer would need to do 
would be to put on his hat, and the hat would do 
the rest. It would stay on his head and it would 
keep him evenly on his keel." (Of course I would 
not use a nautical term like "keel" in my hat shop, 
but at home I allow myself some liberties of that 
sort.) ' 


I set to work at once to perfect the gyro-hat on- 


the plan suggested by my wife and in a few days I 
was able to say it was a success. By this I mean 
it was a success in so far as the eye could judge by 
looking at the hat, and all that was needed was a 
practical trial. 


As the hat had been invented for Walsingham 


Gribbs more than for any other man, I proposed to 
my wife that Walsingham—we had spoken of him 
so often that we now mentioned him as Walsing- 
ham—should ''be the man to try' it out. But my 
wife is better posted in social matters than I, and 
she said if would not do at all to attempt such a 
thing.

taking. I am inclined to leave the matter entirely 
in your hands. 1 may not know when I have had 
exactly the right quantity, but you, with your larger 
experience, will know, sir."

AN EXPERIMENT

[HE idea of a gyro-hat did not come to 


me all at once, as some great ideas 
come to inventors; and in fact I may 
say that but for a most unpleasant cir- 
cumstance I might never have thought 
of gyro-hats at all, although I had for 
many years been considering the possi- 
bility of utilizing the waste space in the 
top of silk hats in some way or other.
